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DETAILED ACTION 

The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: In the 
Abstract, the terms "means" and "said" should not be used. 
Appropriate correction is required. 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 1-4, 1 1 and 12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over the EP reference (065) in view of the German reference (860). 
The EP reference teaches a motor vehicle steering shaft lock, including a locking bolt 3, 
axially movable and controlled by a control element 11 , the control element surrounding 
the locking bolt as seen in fig. 5, the locking bolt being fixable by a spring-loaded 50 . 
securing pin 16 which is received in a recess 17 of the bolt 3, the securing pin 16 
cooperable with the control element by pin 36 to move out of the recess 17 of the bolt. 
The pin 36 functions with a control surface 35 of the control element which extends 
around the axis of rotation of the control element 1 1 , which axis of rotation is parallel to 
the longitudinal axis of the bolt 3. The EP reference also teaches a motor 7 cooperable 
with gears 61 and outer gear teeth 61 of the control element. The German reference 
(860) teaches a securing element 26 engaging a locking bolt 15 when the bolt is in its 
locked position, as seen in fig. 1 . It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in 
the art at the time the invention was made to modify the lock of the EP reference (065) 
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such that the securing pin 16 engages a recess of the bolt when the bolt is in its locked 
position, in view of the teaching of the German reference (860), the motivation being to 
prevent the locking bolt from being forcibly withdrawn from its locked position by 
tampering attempts. 

Claims 5-10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims.
